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Photo rsconnaissaacehas revealed 1$. new and six repaired rev# toe ate • . 
at Kispo airfield, one probably new revetment at Taejcn7"and eight probably 
new or repaired revetments at Suwon*.. The Jmllding and repairing of revet- 
meats suggests that the North Koreans anticipate reinforceicenta for their
